When 1 opened the confergnce I said that alcoholisa is clearly a nation- 
al problem that requires national attention and concern; that.ve in Gov- 
ernment. must view it as an employer's problem with which we aust be cos- 
cerned. Though I like to think that we have relatively fewer aicoholics 
and probles “drinkers in Federal employment than the industry-wide figure 
of 3 percent, in ebdeolute numbers we probably have many more than any 
other single exployer. 


From the information and recommendations developed at the conference, 

1 think. that we can help our employees who are in danger of becoming - oF 
are already - alcoholics. We would be remiss as an employer, if we did 
not extend help. I therefore urge that you direct xr Occupational — 
Health Officer to establish and implement a vigorous agency-wide pro- 
‘gram to combat problem drinking. Within the next few days, we will be 
writing to your Oceupational Health Officer to suggest how he can get 
such a program started.
